An oversupply of roughage in racks 
or manger# means ro t only a waste 
of feed, hut. there is greater danger 
of the animals overloading and seri­ 
ously impairing their digestive sys­ 
tems. 
It trikes more feed for stock out lr? 
• lie open weather man in 
shelter. 
■ ince they must consume a sufficient 
quantity to maintain normal flesh and 
keep up the heat unnecessary for sup­ 
plying their bodies with warmth, 
. Oilmcal is so loosening 
in 
its 
effect that it is very easy to overfeed 
on this ration. 
While we would feed 
only about one-fourth pint for every 
one 
hundred 
pounds 
the 
animal 
weighs, there are cases in which this 
would be too much while in others it 
would be sufficient. 
When feeding 
it, watch the results closely and guage 
year future feeding by them. 
Don’t get too enthusiastic in feeding 
oilmeal. as it is a concentrated ration. 
One and a half to two pounds will bo 
sufficient for tho dairy cows, along 
with other rations daily. 
Hogs will 
require an amount in proportion to 
their size, and horses will need it only 
occasionally—twice or three times a 
week—as a sort of change from tho 
bulkier feeds. 
The proportion of live 
to 
dead 
weight in cattle and sheep varies ac­ 
cording to the way in which tho ani­ 
mals are fattened. 
It is not often 
that a fat beast kills over 72 per cent.

Thomas Carlyle’s friendship with 
Ralph Waldo Emerson is a matter of 
history, but Charles Eliot Norton tells 
in his newly published letters that 
Carlyle marvelled at the optimism of 
the American philosopher. Writing in 
1873, Norton says: “As we were sitting 
together just after my coming in this 
afternoon, Carlyle spoke of Emerson. 
’There’s a gteat 
contrast 
between 
Emerson and myself. He seems verra 
content with life, and takes much sat* 
isfaction in the world, especially in 
your country. One would suppose to 
hear him that ye had no troubles 
there, and no share in the darkness 
that hangs over these old lands. It s 
a verra strikin’ and curious spectacle 
to behold a man so confidently cheer­ 
ful as Emerson in these days. 
" ’Well, it may be as you say. I’m 
not such a verra bloody-minded old 
villain after all (here a cordial laugh), 
pot quite so horrid an ogre as some 
good people imagine. 
But the warld 
Is verra black to me; and I see nothin’ 
to be content with in this brand new, 
patent society of ours. There’s nothin’ 
to hope for from it but confusion. 
“ ‘I agree with ye in thinkiu’ that 
the times that are cornin’ will be 
W’arse than ours, and that by and by 
men may, through long pain and dis­ 
tress. learn to obey the law eternal 
of order, without which there can be 
neither justice nor real happiness in 
this warld or in any other. 
The last 
man in England who had real faith 
in it was Oliver Cromwell.’*
